the  cause  of  education,  it  is  but  proper  that  attention  be  called  to  the 
necessity  for  offering  the  exhibitor  an  inducement  through  the  buy¬ 
ing  of  his  work*  It  may  not  be  superfluous  to  repeat  that  similar 
pictures  and  sculptures  are  continually  being  sold  by  these  artists  in 
other  cities*  Their  work  is  equally  deserving  of  patronage  here*

I*  The  ART  MUSEUM  containing  permanent  collections  of 
paintings,  sculpture,  metal  work,  textiles,  ceramics,  and  other 
objects  illustrating  the  history  of  art  in  all  its  phases  from 
pre-historic  to  modem  times.  The  permanent  collections  are 
supplemented  from  month  to  month  by  special  exhibits  of  which 
the  present  is  one. 

II.  The  ART  ACADEMY  OF  CINCINNATI  in  which 
instruction  is  given  in  drawing,  painting,  modeling,  composition, 
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design,  artistic  anatomy,  landscape  painting,  wood  carving,  and 
china  decoration. 

The  annual  attendance  of  the  Academy  is  between  400  and 
450  students.  The  year  is  divided  into  the  Regular  Term,  from 
the  end  of  September  until  the  end  of  May,  and  the  Summer 
Term,  from  the  middle  of  June  until  the  end  of  August.  The 
large  endowment  of  the  Academy  enables  the  T rustees  to  fix  the 
tuition  fee  at  the  nominal  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  either 
term.

lapp  Building  which  forms  the  center  of  the  East  Elevation 
and  gives  the  key  to  the  architectural  scheme. 
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
